Belfast today to remain for several 
days, probably to discuss with Ulster 
officials peace terms which would be 
agreeable to the six northern counties. 
Smuts' ability as a mediator, it was 
believed, may be called to bring Pre- 
mier Sir James Craig back to London, 
with proposals which may satisfy the 
Sinn Fain delegation. 


Approaching Crisis 


London — Irish 
peace 
negotiations 


appeared to be approaching a crisis at 
lull tilt Tuesday.

Washington.—The revival 
of 
the 


Emergency 
Fleet corporation 
has 


raised some important questions as to 
the future of the American merchant 
marine. While President Harding and 
his advisors have not yet reached a 
definite program or policy, the signi- 
ficant thing about the informal dis- 
cussions which are now taking place 
is the v drift toward government sub- 
sidy of ships flying the American flag. 


For years the subsidy idea has been 


warmly espoused by shipping men, 
only to be as bitterly denounced by 
members of congress hailing from ag- 
ricultural states. Five years ago no 
American president would have felt 
warranted in recommending 
a * sub- 


sidy to any class of American enter- 
prise. But the war has brought many 
changes, and it would not be surpris- 
ing if before the end of the Harding 
administration a ship subsidy bill, not 
only was proposed but actually 
put 


through congress. 


Opposition Vanishes 


It is felt that the chief source of 


opposition has vanished, for the agri- 
cultural element in congress have re- 
cently come forward with a request 
for a subsidy themselves. 
The pro- 


posal that a hundred million dollar 
appropriation be made by the govern- 
ment to finance agricultural projects 
is looked upon by advocates of ship 
subsidy as establishing a 
precedent 


which agricultural senators and mem- 
bers of the house will not be able to 
ignore. 


Another element in the 
situation, 


which has made ship subsidies seem 
nearer than ever before is the recogni- 
tion by the farmers that they must 
have export trade in order to care for 
the surplus remaining annually when 
the domestic market has been satis- 
fied.

freight rates and that it is possible for 
foreign concerns to climb tho Ameri 
can tariff wall and, because of the 
cheap transportation rates which for 
eign ships enjoy, European concerns 
will still bo able to undersell in the 
American market.

ceived a let;«r from Bergdoll, now in 
Germany, asking why she didn't re- 
veal the .amount said to have been 
paid to Campbell.

the 1920 crop, or 5.600 cars, was never 
marketed. 
Because 
of low prices 


throughout the season, this quantity 
of potatoes was fed to livestock or 
otherwise disposed of on the 
farm. 


The actual shipments of the 1920 crop 
were approximately, 20,400 cars.

Mayor J. A. HAWW 


I came to Appleton in 1881 when 


the city contained about 8,000 inhabi- 
tants. I was looking for a location" to 
open up a drag store and I came here 
upon the recommendation of a travel- 
ing man, who said there was a build- 
ing for sale in which the drug busi- 
ness had already been established. 


It was before the time of pavements 


and before the introduction of sewage 
systems or electricity. Lawrence col- 
lege was just beginning to grow and 
if I remember' correctly. Main hall 
was the only existing building. 
A 


fence entirely enclosed the campus. 


There were no large schools here 


then except Ryan high school. The 
large ward schools were built later. 
The Congregational church was locat- 
ed on the site of the city hall and the 
council rooms I think were above the 
building now being remodeled by J. K 
Voigt. The Hercules schoolhouse stood 
where the present Lincoln building 
stands. 


Appleton is said to be the first city 


which introduced the incandestant 
light and had electric street cars. The 
car barns then were on the site of the 
W. S. Patterson Co. 


One interesting thins in the history 


of the city was a subdivision and sale 
of the land in the First ward, includ- 
ing the territory from Pacific-st. to" 
Meade-st. That portion then made 'up 
a large farm and Judge J. E. Harri- 
man bought the land and was instru- 
mental in opening it for streets. .He 
also brought about the building of the 
first Pacific-st. bridge. 


My impression 
of Appleton 
was 


most favorable. It had a splendid 
reputation throughout the state as a 
desirable city because of its water- 
power. Atkinson's chair factory was 
one of the big manufacturing estab- 
lishments which made use of the river 


j power. 
When the factory burned it 


I was considered a great loss to 
the 


city. 


The \VaverIy hotel which stood 


where the Elk building now is was 
Appleton's most 
popular hotel. It 


had a fine'reputation and was known 
all over the state. 


F. J. Harwood was just taking ac- 


tive interest in the Apploton Woolen 
Mills at that time. A. L. Smith was 
president of the First National; Bank 
a.nd local representatives of the Green 
Bay-Mississippi Canal Co. Henry D. 
Smith. J. H. and "William "Wharton 
and E. C. Goff were among the prom- 
inent business men of the times. 


It was interesting to me to watch 


the attempt of the city to surface Col- 
lege-five.. Mo make it serviceable for 
traffic. 
There was a big blast fur- 


nace which made pig iron by the char- 
coal method. The furnace was one of 
the things which assisted in cutting 
down the enormous™ timber resources 
in this territory. 


There was a lot of refuse 
in the 


making of the pig iron and it was 
hauled by the company to a big ravine 
east of the Telulnh mill.

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JAPAN AND THE CONFERENCE 
Presfdent 
Harding 
and Secretary of 


State Hughes have reason to congratulate 
themselves on the immediate and enthu- 
siastic responses to the suggestion for a 
conference 
on disarmament and 
the 


"problem of the Pacific." "With the ex- 
ception of Japan every nation to which the 
suggestion was made has agreed to the 
proposal without modification Or reserva- 
tion. 
In the case of Japan, she has ex- 


pressed her willingness and desire to 
discuss the question of disarmament, 
but has withheld acceptance of the 
proposition as it relates to the "prob- 
lem of the Pacific." The fact that 
Japan has not definitely refused but sim- 
ply withheld approval as to the Pacific 
feature of the suggestion, is to be noted. 
There is a difference, and it seems to be 
not too optimistic a view that in the near 
future Japanese statesmen will overcome 
whatever fears they may have and send to 
the American government an unqualified 
acceptance. 


At the moment advices from Tftkio in- 


dicate a serious division of Opinion as to 
thfe nature and exteoit of Japan's partici- 
pation in the conference. Among the 
bureaucratic element there is apprehen- 
sion that the conference may be dominated 
by the Anglo-Saxons and a policy devel- 
oped which would have for its object the 
smothering of Japan's political and eco- 
nomic expansion in Asia. This is the 
reactionary group, including the impe- 
rialists, who project Japan into the future 
as a power completely dominating the Far 
east and most of the Pacific. On the other 
hand is the powerful liberal group, which 
is for republican government and which 
demands that Japan enter into the de- 
liberations fearlessly, contending for her 
just claims and prepared to make the con- 
cessions which may be legitimately de- 
manded by her conferees. 


There are statesmen in Japan who ar- 


gufe that the proposal to consider policies 
of the Far east means Anglo-American 
cooperation in an attempt to settle inte^ 
national questions favorably to the Unit- 
ed States and Great Britain, and this view 
is at least plausibly supported by the Brit- 
ish attitude, both colonial and domestic, 
which insists upon modification of the An- 
glo-Japanese alliance in such a way as to 
not prejudice relations with the United 
States. All this logically enough indi- 
cates to the conservative and ambitious 
Japanese a purpose hi Great Britain t6act 
with the United States rather than with 
Japan. Of course they overlook the fact 
this is only relatively true, and when it 
comes to decisions they will depend upon 
the interests effected. There are interests 
which primarily affect Japan and which 
do not concern the United States, or which 
concern it in only a small degree, and in 
these we may expect Great Britain to 
stand with her vtreaty ally. "Where the 
interests are peculiar to the United States, 
Great Britain will presumably take no 
sides. Under no circumstances could Ja- 
pan expect assistance from England in 
cafce of a break with the United States. 


In view of this situation Japan in reali- 


ty has nothing to lose by entering the con- 
ference without attempting to limit the de- 
liberations, prepared to lay the cards on 
the table and sustain her position with 
reason and justice and to take her chanc- 
es along with the other powers, particular- 
ly Great Britain and United States, in the 
definition of policies'which are to govern 
in the Fir east and the Pacific. It may 
be that Japan would like to set up some- 
thing analogous to the Monroe Doctrine 
in Asia, but there ift no possibility in ei- 
ther EttfOpe or America of consent to such 
& policy. This being the ease. Japan's 
true interests lie in friendly cooperation 
and understanding with the western pow- 
ers in the determination of all questions 
to he brought before the disarmament 
conference 


WOMAN'S EIGHTS Afl JUEOE 


A unanimous decision of tbe Pennsyl- 


vania, supreme court holds that women are 
eligible for. jury service, both in grand 
jury and trial cases. The issue wa* a 
cause celibre in Pennsylvania and was 
fought by able lawyers on either side, but 
the result was inevitable, just as it will be 
in other states when the point is raised in 
consequence of the constitutional amend- 
ment giving women the vote. 


The Pennsylvania decision turned on the 


term "qualified electors," the court unan- 
imously holding that the words mean "all 
the electors at the time jurors a.re selected 
from the body of electors and that the 
term embraces those who may be added 
to the electorate from time to time."

THE SENATE AND THE BONUS BILL 


The senate may be justified, on the 


grounds Of temporary financial expedien- 
cy, in postponing the soldiers' bonus bill, ( 
but it will not be justified in killing it or 
in delaying it unduly. We think the coun- 
try is disposed to accept the president's 
version of the controversy for the imme- 
diate present, and to wait at least until 
the financial-status of the government is 
determined by the tariff act, revision of 
the income tax law and final appropria- 
tions. If the disabled soldiers are pro- 
perly taken care of by the extension of 
immediate and adequate assistance, that 
will do for the present, but this act of 
justice must be rendered speedily and gsn- 
erously. 
There has been enough of the 


scandalous treatment of ex-service men in 
distress. 


When the fiscal problem is straightened 


out the congress should then act upon the 
bonus bill on its merits and with due re- 
gard for national honor. Ex-service men 
generally will be willing to see the dis- 
abled and needy taken care of first, they 
will be willing to see the nation's budget 
put on a sound business basis, and then 
they will expect the government to dis- 
charge its obligations to them.

Friendship and Relationship Ac- 


count for Middle Names of 


Appleton Men. 


One convenience which a person 


uses more than anything else and 
thinks about the least is his name. A 
name is probably the greatest of all 
conviences whether it is regarded In1 
that light or not. 
In fact it is such 


a great convenience that no one can 
do without it. Legally, of course, it 
Is a necessity. 


The primary function of a name is 


to distinguish its owner from his 
fellows. 
That, of course, Is under- 


stood by nearly everyone and especial- 
ly those who have studied the evolu- 
tion of names. The history of most 
family names goes h.ond in hand with 
the history of society. 


When the family was tho social 


unit, surnames were unknown. Chil- 
dren of the family were named Sarah, 
Joseph, Thomas or Mary as might be 
appropriate and that was all that was 
necessary to distinguish them from 
the other members of the family. 
Later when the group became the 
social unit, formed by several related 
families gathering1 in one settlement, 
the surname became a necessity. 
There were probably several Sarahs 
and sevei-^1 Josephs in one camp so 
it was necessary to distinguish be- 
tween them.

The person whose speech is 
slovenly, no matter how able or how 
well dressed he may be, does not de- 
mand the respect and attention given 
to a distinguished speaker. 


"The street is not the only place 


where one hoars 'watchastep.' 'gim- 
me' and so on. The business man and 
the debutante, the woman who stands 
for culture and the college graduate 
use English which is quite as faulty 
and speak as incorrectly as folk who 
have had little or no education. 


"In these days of toddle and twaddle 


it behooves the American public to de- 
velop seriously some art which is one 
hundred per cent American and of 
which they need not be ashamed. Oth- 
er arts may be imported but the art of 
American speech is entirely a home 
product.
